Applicant does not waive any rights to take any action which would be 
appropriate to antedate or otherwise remove as a competent reference any document which is 
determined to be a prima facie art reference against the claims of the present application. 

TIMING OF THE DISCLOSURE 

The listed documents are being submitted in compliance with 37 CFR § 1.97(b), 
within three (3) months of the filing date of the application. 

RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document A2 discloses technology which can distribute a process to the processor for 
serial processing and the processor for parallel processing. (Fig. 1 and lines 33-43 of right 
portion of page 3.) 

Document A3 discloses the technology of distributing interruption processing by 
arbitrating the competition of access to the bus in a multiprocessor system. (Fig. 1 and lines 
12-30 of right portion of page 3.) 

Document A4 discloses the technology of distributing interruption processing by 
forming a cue counter in interruption processing of a CPU board. (Fig. 1 and lines 42-48 of 
right portion of page 3.) 

Document A5 discloses an image processor comprising a plurality of processor 
elements each having a product sum calculating function. Input switching means are 
incorporated for selection of image data so that the desired data in an arbitrary processing step 
of any one processor element can be transferred to an arbitrary processing step of the other 
processor element. Each processor element includes a data writing line memory, a multiplier 
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for multiplying the output data of the line memory, a register file for storing the multiplied 
output therein, and an accumulator for calculating the output of the register file. Pipeline 
processing of the data can be executed in such constitution, and due to the provision of the 
input switching means in the preceding stage of each processing circuit, the image data can be 
transferred between the processor elements to consequently realize enhanced general ability 
for the image processing. Documents Al and A5 claim priority based on the same first-filed 
application. 

English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). English 
language abstracts are provided herewith. 

Applicant respectfully requests that any listed document be considered by the 
Examiner and be made of record in the present application and that an initialed copy of Form 
PTO/SB/08 be returned in accordance with MPEP §609.
